14 October 1926 on the reverse. The rate, and the deficiency, was 2 Annas. 
On the obverse is an indian “40C/ T” (Taxe) mark in a circle indicating double the deficiency in goid 
centimes. There is an arrival mark of Malacca of 26 October 1926 on the reverse on a copy of the 
12 cents postage due stamp of 1924. 
The letter was not deliverable as evidenced by a boxed Malacca “Not Known/ (Inconnu.)/ Retour’ on the 
obverse. On the reverse the postac e due stamp was cancelled by a boxed “Charge Not Collected/ X/ 






Fresh Label Required”. Then a Malacca dead letter office postmark of 2 November 1926 and on return to 
India it receive a boxed “D.L.O./ Madras/ 28 November 1926”.

The arrival mark of Penang of 25 NO 1926 is on the reverse on a copy of the 8 cents 
postage due stamp of 1924.

On the obverse is a Burmese “T/ C/ 20” (Taxe) mark in a pentagon indicating double the deficiency in goid 
centimes. On the reverse the arrival mark of Penang of 20 December 1926 is on a copy of the 8 cents 
postage due stamp of 1924.

Underpaid letter from Calcutta, India to Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya partly paid by a copy of the 
1 Anna of 1922 postmarked 28 December 1926. The rate was 2 Annas and the deficiency was 1 Anna. 
On the obverse there is an Indian “T” (Taxe) mark and a pencilled “20c” indicating double the deficiency in 
gold centimes. The arrival mark of Singapore is 6 January 1927 and is on a copy of the 8 cents postage due 
stamp of 1924. The addressee was in Penang so the stamp was cancelled and the letter was redirected 
there. In Penang a further copy of the 8 cents postage due stamp was applied but this time on the reverse 
cancelled 14 January 1927. The addressee had left Penang to return to Singapore so a 4 cent stamp of 
1913 was applied on the obverse postmarked 15 January.

On the reverse the arrival mark of Singapore of 7 FE 1927 is 
on a copy of the 12 cents postage due stamp of 1924.
